The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Rejected claim 25 has been amended to include the allowable subject mater that was 
previously added to the other allowable claims which were indicated as allowable in the 
previous office action mailed onl 1/19/2002. Specifically claim 25 has been amended to 
include a coordinate calculator and it has been amended so that the image is displayed 
selectively either at the first position coordinates (supplied by the coordinate calculator) 
or at second position coordinates. As was explained in the previous office action, these 
limitations were not found in the prior art. Since all other claims were allowable and 
claim 25 is now allowable, all claims are now allowable.
